WHY NOT TRAIN GIRLS 
TO SOMB 


^ TRADE OR PROFESSION. 


Men nt tlioli' sons for buslnoss. Thoy novor 


lit tliom for douiostio life. Tlio dnughtwrs art 
fltti.'d for domcstio Ufa" somoUmos; ttmt Is, 
tlioy tu'o taught to koep hoiwo according to 
thy inothor'a idea of housokoopiug, but tho}' 
aro nevLM: fitted for anything olso, COILSO- 
quuntly tbo world la full of. unhappy nuir- 
rit^s. To know how to mako money and 
invest it wlsuly is a most oxcollcnt thing, and 
to know how to conduct a business skillfully 
Is doslrnble; but they tu-fl not all u man should 
know. To know how to .nuke broud, cook a 
palatable meal, manago a busbaud;muod and 
darn, cut fit and sew, aro accompljsbinonts 
evory woman should posscsM, Imt theso uro 
not all tliat i.s required to moko life happy. 


Paronts as frequently, perhaps rnoro fro- 


QucnLly, fail in their duty to their children as 
tho children fail in their duty to their parents, 
and that jiaiHints should not train girls to 
some tradd or profession OB thoroughly as 
they do thalr boys, to Inconsistent und wronp;. 
If ti girl exhibits unusual taJtait for Kinking 
dresses, thon by all uioftiis let bor Jaurn thft 
tirt, for UresiinakluK hus become an art, ajid 
n lino art, too; or if sho has tasto and inclina- 
tion for bookkeeping, typo-wtting, onri^Titry, 
filioctnaking or any possible trade or busiut-Hs, 
by all uieojis. eultivato it, evt*n though the 
income iu larger than caii conveniently bo 
used. It will uot hurt them to know bow to 
labor. Opportunities for wealthy women to 
establish a llouribhing business ore plentiful. 
Bunk*, newspapers, dry goods stores, milli- 
nery stores, ciuidy stores, imd in taut nearly 
alt kinds of business can bo splendidly con- 
ducted by women. Rieh inou buy an interest 
for their sons lu some establishment, or else 
furnish tlio capital for some Indopomlotit in- 
vestment, but they nover think of doing tha 
same service for their daughters, partly be- 
cause tlioy hold tho ancient and -weak idon 
that women haven't tho brain for business; 
partly because they want them to marry, 
and partly because they will not spend on 
nnicti money upon a daughter ay they will 
upon a flon. They give tbo sons food, shelter 
and clothing before they establish them in 
business, and give them money besides, and 
tho sous do notblag lit Lome. 


Th« daughters work — oven rich men's 


daughters do aomothing about the house — and 
tu exchange raceive "f ood, shelter and clothes." 


It fa not fair. "Tho laborer is worthy of 


hor hire," and tho sooner women leuru that 
thoro is nothing so sweat or so h&althf ul as iu- 
Ueponduuco. tho better for thorn. If women 
pivfor marriage, then it is right for them to 
marry ; but thero aro women who would never 
marry could tlwy but tako sufficient care of 
themselves. 
All women aro uot fitted for 


married life. They havo not tho qualities 
tbat make home enticing or tbnt train chil- 
dren in tho right way, and for such marriage 
is not right, but under th« present system 
there. Is littlo else left for them. Parents 
nmko mistakes In not teaching their daugh- 
ters that lu the accumulation of wealth they 
(should have a hand asidp from tho economy 
that somo women practice for tho husband's 
or father's sake. They should bn willing to 
pay fair prices for tho work done, at least tho 
same sum they "would have to pay iC thero 
•svoro no women in tho household, and thereby 
show tucir daughters that their Gervkea aro 
also valuable.— Cleveland Leader. 


Governing tlie X.lttl« Onoi. 


Groat injustice is often done by the enforce- 


ment of sot.rules when ttio ouild It in certain 
moods and conditions of mind and body. My 
heart has ached sometimes to observe tho con- 
scientious cruelty (that's the word) of tho 
jiareutal powcra that bo in suforcing a com- 
mand by repeated puulshraonts when tbo in- 
creasing excitement of -the parent defeated 
her own 'object by producing in tho littlo one 
such a frantic irritation, that it won for the 
time really iucapabla of obedience. I think 
most mothers possess a fins intuitive senso, 
sharpened by affection, which will tell them 
what to do in difficult COJOB if thoy will hold 
their mind's equilibrium long enough to listen 
to this iunor voice, I know It Is hard to b« 
alwaj-a cool and patient, when ovtry minut« 
of tho long, bright day, with it* lonfy and 
blossoming enticements, in oxactod by tbo 
work, as is oCton the oaso. It has been mino 
mouths at a time, and I havo learned by ex- 
perience that even love is «not unerring when 
it demands obedlaacw without duo rallection. 


To illustrate, my littlo daughter of 0 Is 


difficult to govern because of an inherent ner- 
vous excitability which only my calmest 
moods can hold In check. It is. argued by 
some that wa should not try to reasou with 
young children, or ovou compromise. It is 
only thus that I can reach hor In some cases, 
acd I am often forced to strategy to gain rny 
point.

naiiw, bisque, dovilod crabs, icos and nweets, 
and is most particular that Cftfl'eo ii strong 
aud abundant euougb. To cocoo up to the 
required standard *t utronfrtb it matt dyo 
the cup, but, then, a verr small quantity is 
drunk. Ever}- Creole, of high or low degree, 
believoa that coffoo was the Olympian nectar. 
Tho Creole woman con usually rely upon 
good service from her domestics, for she trains 
thoni woll and treats them with, consideration, 
even affection, nover with that do haut en 
bas air which the Anglo-Saxou often assumes 
towards bir inferiors. She has her reward, 
for her servants stay with, hor, love her and 
servo hor faithfully, and such efficient cooks 
andnuneftdo theybecomo under her tutelage 
that Creole swanta, as they come to bo 
called, are in demand among all th» American 
housekeepers.—Harpar'a Bazar.

Tho agricultural experimental station 


ot the university of Wisconsin desires to 
call tho attention of Wisconsin dairymen 
to the fact that tho state agricultural so- 
ciety has offered three premiums of C50 
each for the best milk, butter and cheese 
COW respectively, and has placed the com 
petition under tho special supervision ot 
tho experiment station. 


Tbo cows will bo tested during too 


stato fair nt Milwaukee, September -0 
anQ 2-1,1SSC, according to the following 
rules: 


1. The competition shall be open to 


all cows without distinction of breed, but 
no cow shall competn for more than one 
oC tho premiums. 
2. Each eihihitor shall make to tho so- 


ciety a certified statement of the age and 
time of last calving of each cow entered. 


3. Each animal may bo fed as the es- 


hibitor may desire, but all food given 
during the test and for twelve bourn be- 
fore shall bo weighed out by tho person 
supervising tie test, an;l a rpcord ot the 
amount consumed shall bo kept by him. 


•1. Tho cowu shall be milked twice 


daily for two- consecutive days in tho 
presence ot tho person supervising the 
tost, who shall keep 
a record of the 


number of pounds ot milk yielded at 
ioch milking. 


i>. The average chemical composition 


ot the milk produced by each cow during 
tho test shall bu determined (so far as is 
necessary for tho purposes of tho test) by 
chemical analysis. 


G. Each cow shall then be credited 


vith the number of pointa due her ac- 
cording to tho following scale: 
For milk:—1 point for every 10 days 


since calving; 1 point for every ounce ot 
solid total matter produced in 24 hours'. 


For butter:—1 point for every 10 days 


since calving; 3 point for every ounce of 
'at produced in 1M hoars.
